COMPANY CLAIMS EXEMPTION 


ITS PLEA IS THAT IT HOLDS FED- 
ERAL FRANCHISE. 


The Decision Lays Down a Rule Un- 
der Which Assessments May Be 
Made Against Public Corpo- 
rations in This State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 3.—The 
Missouri supreme court in bane this morn- 
ing settled the long-disputed question of 
franchise taxation when it rendered judg- 
ment against the Western Union Telegraph 
and Cable Co. for taxes levied on the fran- 
‘chise of the company by the state board 
of equalization in 1898 under the old law. 

The company refused to pay the taxes on 
the ground that it held a federal franchise, 
and Collector Gotlieb of Jackson County 
brought this suit to force the collection, 

Judge Marshall wrote the opinion of the 
court, and all the judges concur with him. 
Under this ruling of the Supreme Court 
the franchise law, passed by the last Legis- 
Jaiure, was not necessary. 

The suit was for $1027.22 back taxes for 
the year 1899. In its defense the company 
held that its franchise was from the fed- 
eral government. It is charged that the 
State board of equalization yintentionally 
discriminated against it in assessing its 
property at its full value, while other prop- 
erty in the state is assessed at but from 30 
te #@ per cent of the value thereof, and thag 
the aesessment, entitled ‘‘all other property, 
$856,400.56," was an assessment on its fran- 
chise, and the company. contended that its 
only franchise was a federal franchise, and 
that it could not, therefcre, be taxed by the 


state. 
The trial court held that there was no 
@iscrimination shown against the company, 
nd this point in its decision is affirmed 
y Judge Marshall.

This Came After an Agreement of Bul- 
garia’s Minister to Guarantee Safe 
Conduct to American Agents 
to Find the Bandits.

VIENNA, Dec. 3—The Gulgarian gOvV- 
ernment’s reply to United States Diplo- 
matic Agent. Dickinson’s note was made 
public here today by the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign ministry. It was written by Mr. 
Daneff, Bulgaria’s minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and concludes with the following 
words: 

“I am surprised that you have»come to 
the conclusion that the United States will 
hold Bulgaria responsible for Miss Stone’s 
death. I must regard it as certain that 
the using of violence by the brigands can 
only be attributable to your protracted ne- 
gotiations, It was for you to carry the 
negotiations to a successful end. 

“The Bulgarian government declines all 
responsibility.”’ 

In Vienna this answer is considered most 
impudent, and the hope is expressed that 
the United States will hold Bulgaria respon- 
sible for Miss Stone's safety. 


The Bulgarian government’s note, pub- 
lished in ienna, was in answer to Mr. 
Dickinson's written demand that Bulgaria 
stop interfering with his efforts to rescue 
Miss Stone, warning the government of 
that country that the United States would 
hold Bulgaria responsibie if harm should 
befall Miss Stone, in coneequence of acts 
of Bulgarian troops and secret agents 
thwarting his attempts to treat with her 
captors. 

Mr. Dickinson's note was handed to Mr. 
Daneff three weeks age. The Bulgarian 
cabinet met immediately (Nov. 12) to con- 
sider the note. After the New York World 
and Post-Dispatch soo yr neg in Sofia 
was given to understand that the minister 
had agreed, “as an act of grace and goo 
will toward the United States and as an act 
of humanity, since the safety of the two 
women is involved,’’ but without establish-

JUDGE CLARK GIVES OPINION 


DEFENDANTS EMPLOYED BY THE 
SQUTHERN TELEGRAPH AND 
MONEY ORDER CoO. 


His Honor Says That Had the Com- 
pany Been Charged With Scheming 
to Evade the Law Case Would 
Have Borne Another Aspect. 


Judge Clark in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection Tuesday morning handed down an 
opinion acquitting all the defendants in the 
‘*nool room’’ cases. 

His opinion discharges all of the em- 
ployes of the Southern Telegraph and 
Money Order Co., operating at Third and 
Pine streets, who have been arrested sev- 
eral times recently charged with violating 
the breeders’ law of Missouri. 

Judge Clark’s opinion is final in tae cases 
tried last Friday. 

He says that counsel for the state sug- 
gested in argument that the business sys- 
tem of the defendant company was a device 
to evade the law, and the court states that 
if this were shown by evidence the case 
would have a different aspect, as the law 
does not hesitate to pierce the disguise of 
contrivances devised to evade criminal re-

JUDGE CLARK’S OPINION. 
Judge Clark’s cpinion follows in part: 
The evidence for the prosecution tended to show 

that the defendants were engaged as employes in 
conducting the business of a company known «8 
‘‘The Southern Telegraph and Money Order Oo.”’

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 3—The Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association of St. Louis 
today pleaded guilty to violating the Texas 
anti-trust laws by combining with other 
breweries to fix the price on beer, confessed 
judgment and paid $15,000 penaities to the 
state and forieited their permit to do busi- 
ness in Texas, being the amount agreed 
upon tor foreign brewertes. This is the iust 
of the foreign breweries to contess judg- 
ment and pay rerialties, 

The Dalias Brewing Co. of Dallas and 
Texas psiar Brewing of San Antui.o bow 
confessed judgment and each paid penal- 
ties of $1500, All the dumestic breweries in 
Texas have confessed juagment againsi the 
anti-trust laws with the excepuon of ihe 
Houston Ice and Brewing Co. and tne Ga.- 
vesion Brewery, and oar will settle up to- 
morrow according to statement made today 
by their attorneys.

For the defense it was testified that the Southern 
Telegraph and Money Order Oo. was duly incor- 
porated under the laws of the state of Misesourl, 
and under its charter authorized to do a general 
telegraph and money order business; that they 
had offices at St. Louis and at Louisville, Ky., 
and telegraphic communication established between 
these offices; that In the course of its business it 
had received messeges and money orders 
of the kind’ referred to by the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, and had 
transmitted those messages and paid the money 
in accordance therewith under telegraphic orders, 
charging and collecting in each instance a com- 
mission for its services in that regard; that the 
company had no interest in any bets or wagere 
made by its customers in the manner above de- 
scribed, nor in or with Henry & Co., and derived 
no revenue whatever out of the transactions except 
the proceeds of its telegraph tolls. This testi- 
mony on behalf of the defense was not contro- 
verted by the prosecution. 

The state contends that the receiving of money 
and telegraphic orders and messages as above de- 
scribed and the payment of money by it as the re- 
sult of wagers made in the manner above described, 
upon orders from Henry & Co., together with the 
filing by the company in this city of the telegraphic 
orders und messages, constitutes the recording or 
registering of beta by the telegraph company, ren- 
dering the defendants, as its employes, amenable 
to the provisions of section 7419 (the breeders’ 
law). 

That the sending of money by telegraphic order 
to another state, to be there used in the making 
of a contract, is not punishable under the laws ol 
the state of Missouri, even although the contract 
so made in another state might, had it been made 
in Missouri, have been a violation of the laws of 
this state, has been expressly decided by the su- 
preme court. (Decisions are here quoted.) 

It follows, as the result of this analysis of the 
evidence,’ that the evidence for the prosecution is 
insufficient to sustain the chaige made against the 
defendants, who are accordingly entitled to ac- 
quittal. 

Counsel for the state, in argument, intimated 
that the Southern Telegraph and Money Order Co. 


was intended as a scheme for the violation of tne 
law of this state with reterence to bookmaking, 
and tuat its metuod of conducting business was a 
mere contrivance for the purpose of escaping crim- 
inal responsibility therefor, but the evidence pve- 
sented before the court es not justify the court 
in concluding that such i. the case. Had this fea- 
ture been preacnted to the court by competent and‘ 
reliable evidence, the aspect of the case wouid be 
changed, for the law does not hesitate to pierce 
the grey of such. contrivances, however cun- 
ningly they may be concealed. 

The defendants will be acyuitted and discharged,

There are excup- 
tions; and in times of prosperity some will 
prosper far more, and in times of adversity 
some will suffer far more, than others; but 
speaking generally, a period of good times 
means that all share more or less in them, 
and in a period of hard times all feel the 
stress to a greater or less degree. It surely 
cught not'to be neeessary to enter into any 
proof of this statement, the memory 01 the 
lean years which began in 1893 is still vivid, 
and we can contrast them with the condi- 
tions in this very year which is now clos- 
ing. Disaster to great business enterprises 
can never have its effects limited to the 
men at the top. It spreads throughout, and 
while it is bad for everybody, it is worst 
for those farthest down. The cap‘talist may 
be shorn of his luxuries; but the wage- 
worker may be deprived of even bare neces- 
sities. 

The mechanism of modern business is so 
delicate that extreme care must be taken 
nut to interfere with it in a spirit of rash- 
ness or ignorance. Many of those who have 
made‘it their vocation to‘ denounce the 
great industrial combinations whieh are 
popularly, although with technical inaccu- 
racy, known as “trusts,” appeal especially 
to hatred and fear. These are precisely the 
two emotions, particularly when combined 
with ignorance, which unfit men for the 
exercise of cool and steady judgmen:. In 
facing new industrial conditions, the whole 
history of the world shows that legisia- 
tion will generally be both unwise ~nd ‘n- 
effective unless undertaken after calm in- 
quiry and with sober self-restraint. Much 
of the legislation directed at the trusts 
weuld have been exceeding!y mischicvous 
had it not also been entirely ineffective. In 
accordance with a well-known sociological 
law, the ignorant or reckless agitator has 
been the really effective friend of the evils 
which he has been nominally opposing. In 
dealing with business interests, for the gov- 
ernment to undertake by crude and iil-con-

WAGES HIGHER people as the wel- 
THAN EVER fare of the wage- 
KNOWN BEFORE. workers. If the 
farmer and_ the 

wageworker are well off, it is absolutely 
certain that all others will be well off too. 


It is therefore a matter for hearty congrat- 
ulation that on the whole wages are bicwee 
today in the United States than ever be- 
fore in our history. Myery effort 
of legislator and administrator should 
be bent to secure the permanency 
of this condition of things and 
its improvement wherever possible. Not 
only’ must our labor be protected by the 
tariff. but it should also be protected so 
far as is possible from the vres°~ce in th! 
country of any laborers brought over by 
contract, or of those who, coming freely, 
yet represent a standard of living so de- 
pressed that they can undersell our men in 
the labor market and drag them to a lower 
level. I regard it as necessary, with this 
end in view, to re-enact immediately the 
law excluding Chinese laborers and to 
strengthen it wherever necessary in order 
to make its enforcement entirely effective. 
The national government should demand 
the highest » yy A of service from its em- 
ployes; and in return it should be a good 
employer. If possible legislation should be 
passed, in connection with the interstate 
commerce law, which will render effective 
the efforts of different states to do away 
with the competition of convict contract 
labor in the open labor market. So far as 
practicable under the conditions of govern- 
ment work, provision should be made to 
render the enforcement of the eight-hour 
law easy and certain. In all industries 
carried on directly or ‘indirectly for the 
United States government women and chil- 
dren should be. protected from excessive 
hours of labor, from night work. and from 
work under unsanitary conditions. The 
government snould provide in its cogtracts 


to our home industries. Just how far this 
is must be determined according to the in- 
dividual case, remembering always that 
every application of our tariff policy to 
meet our shifting natienal needs must be 
conditioned upon the cardinal fact that the 
duties must never be reduced beiow the 
point that will cover the d:rrerence between 
the labor cost here and abroad. The well- 
being of the wage worker is a prime consid- 
eration of our entire policy of economic leg- 
islation. 

Subject to this proviso of the proper pro- 
tection necessary to our industrial well-be- 
ings at home, the principle of reciprocity 
must command our hearty support. The 
plfenomena! growth of our export trade em- 
phasizes the urgency of the need for wider 
markets and for'a liberal policy in dealing 
with foreign nations. Whatever is merely 
petty and vexatious in the way of trade re- 
strictions should be avoided. The customers 
to whom we dispose of our surplus products 
in the long run, directly or indirectly, pur- 
chase those surplus products by giving us 
something in return. Their ability to pur- 
chase our products should as far as pos- 
sible be secured by so arranging our tafiff 
as to enable us to take from them those 
products which we can use without harm 
to our own industries and labor, or the use 
of which will be of marked benefit to us. 

It is most kmportant that we should main- 


tain the high level of our present prosperi- 
ty. We have now reached 

HOW MARKETS the point in the develop- 
MAY BE mtnt of our interests 
SECURED. where we. are not only 
able to supply our own 

markets, but to produce a constantly grow- 
ing surplus for which we must find markets 
abroad. To secure these markets we can 
utilize existing duties in any case where 


they are no longer needed for the purpose 
of protection or in any case where the 
article is not produced here and the duty is 


speedy, inexpensive and effective remedy to 
that end. t the same time it must not 
be forgotten that our railways are the ar- 
teries through which the commercial life- 
blood of this nation flows. Nothing could 
be more foolish than the enactment of 
legislation which would unnecessarily in- 
terfere with the development and overation 
of these commercial agencies. The subject 
is one of great importance and calls for 
the earnest attention of the Congress.

the world’s progress demands that great 
things be done. It is based upon sincere 
conviction that combination and concentra- 
tion should be, not prohibited, but super- 
vised and within reasonable limits con- 
trolled; and in my judgment this conviction 
is right. 

It is no limitation upon property rights or 
freedom of contract to require that when 
men receive from government the privilege 
of doing business under corporate form, 
which frees them from individual respon- 
sibility, and enabes them to call into their 
enterprises the capital of the public, they 
shall do so upon absolutely truthful repre- 
sentations as to the value or the property 
in which the capital is to be invested. Cor- 
porations engaged in interstate commerce 
should be regulated if they are found to ex- 
ercise a license working to the public in- 
jury. ‘It should be as much the aim vf 
those who seek for social betterment to rid 
the business world of crimes of cunning as 
to rid the entire body politic of crimes of 
violence. Great corporations exist only be- 
cause they are created and safeguarded by 
our institutions; and it is therefore our 
right and our duty to see that they work 
in harmony with-these institutions. 


PUBLICITY THE REMEDY. 
The first essential in determining how to 
deal with the great industria] combina- 
tions is knowledge 
of the facts—pub- 
licity. In the. in- 
terest of the pub. 
lic, the governmeni 
should have the right to inspect and ex- 
amine the workings of the great corpora- 


tions engaged in interstate business. Pub- 
heity is the only sure remedy which we 
can now invoke. What further rmmedies 
are needed in the way of governmenta. 
regulation, or taxation, can only be de- 
termined after publicity has been obtained, 
by process of iaw, and in the course Qi! 
administration. The first requisite is knowl- 
edge, full and complete—knowledge which 
may be made puiilic to the world. 
Artificial bodies. such as corporations and 
joint stock or o.her assoc.ations, depend- 
ing upon any tenth ape | law for their ex- 
istence or privileges, should be subject to 
proper governmental supervision, and ful] 
and accurate information as to their opera- 
tions should be made public regularly at 
reasonab.e intervals. 

he large corporations, commonly called 
trusts, though organized in one state, al- 
ways do business in many states, often do- 
ing very little business in the state where 
they are incorporated. There is utter lack 
of uniformity in the state laws about thein; 
and as no state has any exclusive inter- 
est in or power over their acts, it has in 
practice proved impossible to get adequate 
regulation through state action. Therefore, 
in the interest of the whole people, the na- 
tion should, without Interfering with the 
power of the states in the matter itself 
aiso assume power of supervision and rg- 
ulation over all corporations doing an in- 
peegetate business. his is especiaiy true 
where the corporation derives a portion oi 
its wealth from the existence of some mio- 
napolistic elemment or tendency in its busi- 
ness. There would be nce na abe grog in such 
supervision; banks are supject to it, and 
is probable thai supervision of corpora- 
tions by the national government ne no. 
go so far as is now the case with the su- 
sion exercised over them by so con- 
tive a state as Massachusetts, in or- 
to produce excellent results.

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together when we speak of “‘labor.’’. The 
chief factor in the success of each man— 
wageworker, farmer and capfitalist alike— 
must ever be the sum total gf his own in- 
dividual qualities and abilities. Second 
only to this comes the power of acting in 
combination or essociation with others. 
Very great good has been and will be ac- 
complished by associations or unions of 
wage-workers, when managed with fore- 
‘hought, and when they combine insistence 
upon their -own rights with lawabiding re- 
spect for the rights of others. The display 
of these qualities in such bodies is a duty 
to the nation no less than to the associa- 
tions themselves: Finally, there must also 
in many cases be action by the government 
in order to safeguard the rights and in- 
terests of all. Under our constitution there 
‘'s much more scope for such action by the 
state and the municipality than by the na- 
tion. But on points such as those touched 
on above the national government can act. 

When ail is said and done, the rule of 
brotherhood remains as the indispensable 
prerequisite to success in the kind of na- 
tional life for which we strive. Each man 
must work for himself, and unless he so 
works no outside help can avail him; but 
each man must remembber also that he is 
indeed his brother’s keeper, and that while 
no man who refuses to walk can be car- 
ried with advantage to himself or anyone 
elee, yet that each at times stumbles or 
halts, that each at times needs to have the 
helping hand outstretched to him. To be 
nermanently effective. aid must always 
take the form of helving a man to help 
himself; and we can all best help ourselves 
by joining tegether in the work that is of 
common interest to all. 


V. 
IMMIGRATIOY LAWS FAULTY. 


Our present immigration laws are unsat- 
isfactory. We need every honest and ef- 
ficient immigrant fit- 
ted to become an 
American citizen, ev- 
ery immigrant. who 
comes here to stay, 
who brings here a strong body, a stout 
heart, a good head and a resolute purpose 
to do nis duty well in every way and to 
bring up his ¢hildren as law-abiding and 


God-fearing members of the community. 
But there should be a comprehensive iaw 
enacted with the object of working a three- 
fold improvement over our present system. 
F.ret, we should aim to exc.ude absoiutely 
not only all perscns who are known to be 
believers in anarchistic principles or mem- 
bers of anarchistic societies, but also all 
persons who are of a low moral tendency 
or of unsavory reputation. This means 
that we should require a more thorough 
s: stem of inspection abroad and a more 
rigid system of examination at our immigra- 
lion ports, the tormer veing especial.y nec- 
essary. 

The second object of a proper immigra- 
tion law ought to be to secure by a carefut 
and not merely perfunctory educational test 
some intelligent capacity to apprec.ate 
American institutions and act sanely as 
American citizens. This would not keep 
out all anarchists, for many of them be- 
long to the intelligent criminal class. But 
it would do what is also in point, that is, 
tend to decrease the sum of ignorance, so 
potent in producing the envy, suspicion, 
malignant passion and hatred of order, out 
of which anarchistic sentiment tnevitably 
springs. Finally, ail persons should be 
excluded who are below a certain standard 
of economic fitness te ages our industriai 
field. as compctitors th American labor. 
There should be proper proof of personal

only a trifling portion of our great com- 


merce is carried in our own ships. To 
remedy this state of things wouid not 
merely serve to build up our shipping in- 
terests, but it wouid also result in benefit 
to ail who are interested in the permanent 
establishment of a w.der market for Amceri- 
can products, and would provide an aux- 
iliary force for the navy. Ships work for 
their own countries just as railroads work 
for their terminal points. Snipping lines, 
if established to the principai couniries 
with which we have dealings, wouid be of 
political as well as commercial benefit 
From every standpoint ‘it is unwise for the 
United States to continue to rely upon the 
ships of competing nations for the d.s- 
tribution of our goods. It shouid be made 
advantageous to carry American goods in 
American-built ships. 

At present American shipping is under 
certain great Gepae vantages when put in 
competition with the shipping of foreign 
countries. Many of the fast foreign steam- 
ships, at a speed of 14 kaots or above, are 
subsidized; and all our ships, sailing vessels 
and steamers alike, cargo carriers of slow 
speed and mail carriers of high speed, have 
to meet the fact that the original cost of 
building American ships’is greater than is 
the case abroad; that the wages paid 
American officers and seamen are very 
much higher than those paid the officers 
and seamen of foreign competing countries: 
and that the standard of living on our 
ships is far superior to the standard of 
living on the ships of our commercia! 
rivals. 

Our government should take such action 
as will remedy these inequatities, Tue 
American merchant marine should be re- 
stored to the ocean.

pared with the price of similar obligations 
issued by other nations, is a flattering 
tribute to our. public credit. This condi- 
tion it ts evidently desirable to maintain. 
In many respects the national banking 
law furnishes sufficient liberty for the 


roper exercise of the bankiee function; 
but there seems to be need of better safe- 
guards against the deranging influences of 
commercial crises and financial panics. 
Moreover, the currency of the country 
should be made responsive to the demands 
of our domestic trade and commerce. 

The collections from duties on imports 
and internal taxes continue to exceed the 
urdinary expenditures of the government, 
thanks mainly to the reduc army ex- 

nditures. the utmost care should be 
eken not to reduce the revenues so that 
there will be any possibility of a deficit; 
but, after proweee _— any such con- 
tingency, means should be adopted which 
will bring the revenues more nearly within 
the limit of our actual needs. In his report 
tothe o gress the se.ret ry of the treas ry 
considers all these questions at length, 
and I ask PA pd attention to the report and 
recommendations. 

1 call special attention to the need o° 
strict economy in expenditures. The fact 
that our na al #¢-eds forbid us to be

greater use in the future than in the past. 
Additions should be made to them when- 
ever practicable, and their usefulness 
should be increased by a thoroughly busi- 
ness-like management. 

At present the protection of the forest 
reserves rests with the general land office, 
the mapping and description of their timper 
with the United States geological survey, 
and the preparation of plans for their con- 
servative use with the bureau of forestry, 
which is also charged with the general 
advancement of practical forestry in the 
United States. These various functions 
should be united in the bureau of forestry, 
to which they propeny belong. The present 
diffusion of responsibility is bad from every 
standpoint. It prevents that effective co- 
operation between the government and the 
men who utilize the resources of the re- 
serves, without which the interests of both 
must. suffer. The scientific bureaus general- 
ly should be put under the department of 
agriculture. The President should have 
by law the power of transferring lands for 
use as forest reserves to the department of 
agriculture. He already has such power 
in the case of lands needed by the depart- 
ment of war and the navy. 


The wise administration of the forest re- 
serves will be not less helpful to the in- 
terests which depend 
on water than to 


those which depend 
upon wood and grass. 
The water supply itself 
depends upon the forest. In the arid region 
it is water, not land, which measures pro- 
duction. The western half of the United 
States would sustain a population greater 


than that vf our whole country today if 
the waters that now run to waste were 
saved and used for irrigation. The fores.: 
and Waiter problems are perhaps the most 
vital fnternal questions of the United 
States. 

Certain of the forest reserves should also 
be made preserves for the wiid ferest 
creatures. Ail of the reserves shouid be 
better protected from fires. Many of them 
need special protection b-vause or the great 
injury done by livestock, above ali by 
sheep. The increase in deer, elk, and other 
animals in the Yellowsione Park shows 
what may be expected wnen other moun- 
ftain forests are properly protected by law 
and properly guarded. Some of these areas 
has been so denuded of surface vegetation 
by overgrazing that the ground breeding 
birds, inciuding grouse and qual, and many 
mammals, including deer, have been ex- 
terminated or driven away. At,the same 
time tne water-storing capacity of the sur- 
face has been dec eased or des.royed, 
thus promoting floods in times of rain anJ 
oa the flow of streams between 
rains, 

In cases where natural vonditions have 
been restored for a few years, vegetation 
has again carpeted the ground, birds and 
deer are coming back, and hundreds of per-

The pioneer settlers on the arid public do- 
main chose their homes along streams from 
which they could themselves divert the wa- 
ter to reclaim their holdings. Such oppor- 
tunities are practically gone. There remain, 
however, vast areas of public land which 
can be made available for homestead settie- 
ment, but only by reservoirs and main-line 
canals impracticable for private enterprise. 
These irrigation works should be built by 
the national government. The lands re- 
claimed by them should be reserved by the 
government for actual settlers, and the cost 
of construction should so far as possible 
be repaid by the land reclaimed. The distri- 
bution of the water, the division of the 
streams among irrigators, should be left to 
the settlers themselves in conformity with 
state laws and without interference with 
those laws or with vested rights. The policy 
of the national government should be to aid 
irrigation in the several states and terri- 
tories in such manner as will enable the 
people in the local communities to help 
themselves, and as will stimulate needed 
reforms in the state laws and regulations 
governing irrigation. 

The- reclamation and settlement of the 
arid ‘ands will enrich every portion of our 
country, just as the 
settlement of the Ohlo BROAD POLICY 
and Miss ssippi valleys THAT SHOULD 
vrought prosperity to BE FOLLOWED 
the Atlantic states, 

The increased demand for manufactured 
articles will stimulate industrial production, 
while wider home markets and the trade of 
Asia will consume the larger food supplies 
and effectually prevent western competition 
with eastern agriculture. Indeed, the pro- 
ducts of irrigation will be consumed chiefly 
in upbuilding local centers of mining and 
other industries, which would otherwise not 
come into existence at all. Our people as a 
whole will profit, for successful home-mak- 
ing is but another name for the upbuliding 

the nation. 
Othe necessa foundation has already 
been laid for the inauguration of the poi- 
icy just described. It would be unwise to 
begin by doing too much, for a great dea! 
wiil doubtless be learned, both as to what 
can and what cannot be safely attempted, 
by the early efforts, which must of neces- 
a be partly experimental in character.

PROBLEMS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
In the Philippines our problem is larger. 
They dare very rich islands, inhabited by 
many varying tribes. 
representing widely 
different stages of 
progress toward civi- 
zation. Our earnest 


effort is to help these people upward along 
the stony and difficult path that leads to 
self-zovernmment. We hope to make our 
administration of the islands honorable to 
our nation by making i! of the highest bene- 
fit to the Flipinos themselves; and as an 
earnest of what we intend to do, we point 
10 what we have done. Already a greater 
measure of material prosperity and of gov- 
ernmental honesty and efficiency has been 
attained in the Philippines than ever be- 
fore in their history. 

It ia no light tesk fora natién to achieve 
the temperamental qualities without which 
the institutions of free government are but 
an empty mockery. Our people are now 
puccessfully governing themselves, because 
or more than a thousand vears they have 

slowly {fitting themselves, sometimes 
consciously, sometimes unconsciously, 
toward this end. What has taken us 30 
generations to achieve, we cannot expect to 
see another race accomplish out of hand, 
especially when large portions of that race 
start very far behind the point which our 
ancestors had reached even 30 generations 
ago. In dealing with the Philippine people 
we must show both patience and strength, 
forbearance and steadfast resolution. Our 
aim is high. We do not desire to do for 
the islanders merely what has elsewhere 
been done for tropic peoples by even the 
best foreign governments. We hope to do 
for them wah t has never before been done 
for any people of the tropics—to make them 
fit for self-government after the fashion of 
the really free nations. 

History may safely be challenged. to 
show a single instance in which a master- 
ful race such as ours, having been forced 
by the exigencies of war to take posses- 

on of an’ alien land, has behaved to its 
inhabitants with the disinterested zeal for 
their progress that our people have shown 
in the Philippines. To leave the islands at 
this time would mean that they would fall 
into a welter of murderous anarchy. Such 
desertion of duty on our part wou'd be a 
crime against humanity. he character of 

v. Taft and of his associates and sub- 
ordinates is a proof, if such be needed, of 
the sincerity of our effort to give the is'and- 
ers a constantly increasing measure of self- 
en exactly as fast as they show 
hemeselves fit to exercise it.

To have taken a sin- 
le step farther or faster in advance wouid 
ve been folly and weakness, and might 
well have been a crime. We are extremeiy 
anxious that the natives shall show the 
power of governing themselves. We are 
anxious, first for their sakes, and next, be- 
cause it relieves us of a great burden. 
There need not be the slightest fear of our 
not continuing to give them all the liberiy 
for which they are fit. m 
The only fear is lest in our over-anxiety 
we give them a degree of independence for 
which they are uniit, thereby inviting re- 
action and disaster. As fast as there is any 
reasonable hope that in a given district 
the people can govern themselves, seif- 
ment has been given in that dis- 
t. There is not a locaiity fitted for self- 
vernment which has not received it. But 
t may well be that in certain cases it will 
ve to be withdrawn because the inhabi- 
tants show themselves unfit to exercise it;

Our people intend to abide by the Monroe 
doctrine and to insist upon it as the one 
sure means of securing the peace of the 
western hemisphere. The navy offers us the 
only means of making our insistence upon 
the Monroe doctrine anything but a sub- 
ject of derision to whatever nation chooses 
to disregard it. We desire the peace which 
comes as Of right to the just man armed; 
not the peace granted on terms of ignom- 
iny to the craven and the weakling. 


It is not possible to improvise a navy 
after war breaks out. The ships must be 
bullt and the men 
trained long in ad- 
vance. Some auxili- 
ary vessels can be 
turned into make- 
shifts which will do in default of any bet- 
ter for minor work, and a proportion of 
raw men can be mixed with the highly 


trained, their shortcomings being mae 
good by the skill of their fellows; but t “ 
efficient fighting force of the navy when 
itted against an we hen opponent will os 
ound almost exclusively in the warships 
that have been regularly built and in the 
officers and men who through years of 
faithful performance of sea duty have been 
trained to handle their formidable but com- 
plex and delicate weapons with the high- 
est efficiency. In the late war with Spain 
the ships that dealt the decisive biows 
at Manila and Santiago had been launched 
from two to fourteen years, and they were 
able to do as they did because the men in 
the conning towers, the gun turrets and 
the engine rooms had through long years 
of practice at sea learned how to do their 
duty. 

Our present navy was begun in 1882. At 
that period our navy consisted of a col- 
lection of antiquated wooden ships, al- 
ready almost as out of place es mod- 
ern war vessels as the galleys of Alcibiades 
and Hamilcar—certainly as the ships of 
Tromp and Blake. Nor at that time did we 
have men fit to handle a modern man-of- 
war. Under the wise legislation of the 
Congress and the successful administra- 
tion of a succession of patriotic secretaries 
of the navy, belonging to both political 
parties, the work of upbuilding the navy 
went on, and ships equal to any in the 
world of their kind were continually added; 
and what was even morv important, these 
\ships were exercised at sea singly and in 
squadrons until the men aboard them were 
able to get the best possibie service out of 
them. The result was seen in the short war 
with Spain, which was decided with such 
rapidity because of the infinitely greater 

reparedness of our navy than of the Span- 
sh navy. 

While awarding the fullest honor to the 
men who actually commanded and manned 
the ships which de- 
stroyed the Spanish THANKS SHOULD 
sea forces in the Phil- BE GIVEN 
ippines and in Cuba, TO CONGRESS. 
we must not forget 
that an equal. meed of praise belongs to 
those without whom neither blow could 


have been struck. The congressmen who 
voted years in advance the money to lay 
down the ships, to build the guns, to buy 
the armor-plate; the department officials 
and the business men and wageworkers 
who furnished what the Congress had au- 
thorized; the secretaries of the navy who 
asked for and expended the appropriations; 
and finally the officers who, in fair weath- 
er and foul, on actual sea service, trained 
and disciplined the crews uf the ships when 
there was no war in sight—all are entitled 
to a full share in the glory of Manila and 
Santiago, and the respect accorded by 
every true American to those who wrought 
such signal triumph for our country. It 
was forethought and preparation which 
secured us the overwhelming triumph of 
1898. If we fail to show forethought and 
preparation now. there may come a time 
when diraster will befal] us instead of tri- 
umph; and should this time come, the fault 
will rest primarily, not upon those whom 
the accident of events puts in supreme 
command at the moment, but upon those 
who have failed to prepare in advance. 
There should be no cessation in the work 
of completing our navy. So far ingenuity 
has been wholly unable to devise a sub- 
stitute for the great war craft whose ham- 
mering guns beat out the mastery of the 
high seas. It is unsafe and unwise not to 
provide this year for several additiona! 
battleships and yy 4 armored cruisers, 
with auxiliary and lighter craft in propor- 
tion; for the exact numbers and character 
I refer you to the report of the secretary 
of the navy. But there is something we 
need even more than additional ships, and 
this is additional officers and men. To pro- 
vide ee and cruisers and then lay 
them up, with the expetcation of leaving 
them unmanned until they are needed in 
actual war, would be worse than folly; it 
would be a crime against the nation. 


To send any warship against a compe- 
tent enemy unless those aboard it have 
been trained by years of 

MORE SAILORS of actual sea service, in- 
AND MORE cluding incessant gun- 
MARINES. nery practice, would be 
to invite not merely dis- 

aster but the bitterest shame and humilla- 
tion. Four thousand additional seamen and 


one thousand aditional marines should be 
provided; and. an increase in the officers 
should be provided by making a large ad- 
dition to the classes at Annapolis. There is 
one small matter which should be men- 
tioned in connection with Annapolis, The 
pretentious and unmeaning title of ‘‘naval 
cadet’’ should be abolished; the title of 
‘‘midshipman,”’ full of historic association, 
shou!d be restored. 

Keven in time of peace a warship should 
be used until it wears out, for only so0 can 
it be kept fit to respond to any emergency. 
The officers and men alike should be kept 
as much as possible on blue water, for it 
is there only they can learn their duties as 
they should be learned. The big vessels 
should be maneuvered in squadrons con- 
taining, not merely battleships, but the 
pocensary pr poPtion of cruisers and scouts. 
The torpedo boats should be handled by the 
younger officers in such manner as will best 
fit the latter to take responsibility and meet 
the emergencies of actual warfare. 

Every detail ashore which can be per- 
formed by a civilian should be so performed, 
the officer being kept for his or duty 
in the sea service. Above all, gunnery 
practice should be unceasing. It is im- 
ortant to have our navy of adequate size, 
put it is even more important that, ship for 
ship, it should “apes in efficiency any nav 
in the world. his is possible only wit 
highly drilled crews and officers, and this, 
in turn, imperatively demands continuous 
and progressive instructien in target prac- 
tice, ship handling, squadron tactics and 
general discipline. Our — must be as- 
sacmbled in squadrons ac iy | cruising 
away from harbors and never ong at an- 
chor. The resulting wear upon engines and 
hulls must be endured, a battleship worn 
out in long training of officers and men its 
well paid for by the results, while, on the 
other hand, no matter in how excellent con- 
dition, it is useless if the crew be not ex- 
pert. 

We now have 17 battle ships appropriated 
for, of which nine are completed and have

four years, but it will

that we have trained crews ready for the 
vessels by the time they are commissioned 
Good ships and good guns are simply good 
weapons, and the best weapons are useless 
gave in the hands of men who know how 
to fight with them. The men must be 
trained and drilled under a thorough and 
well-planned system of progressive instruc- 
tion, while the recruiting must be carried 
on with still greater vigor. Every effort 
must be made to exalt the main function of 
the officer—the command of men. The lead- 
ing aduates of the Naval Academy 
shoul be assigned to the combatant 
branches, the lines and marines.

XVII. 
THE ARMY IS LARGE ENOUGH. 
It is not necessary to increase our army 


beyond its present size at this time. But 
it. is necessary to 

THE MAIN keep it at the highest 
THING NOW point of efficiency. 
IS EFFICIENCY. The individual units 
who, as officers and 


enlisted men, compose this army, are, we 
have good reason to believe, at least as 


entire world. It is our duty to see that 
their training is of a kind to insure the 
highest possible expression of power to 
these units when acting in combination. 
The conditions of modern ‘war are such 
as to make an infinitely heavier demand 
than ever before upon the individual char- 


acter and capacity of the officer and the 
enlisted an, and to ie it far more diffi- 
cult for men to act together with effect. At 
present the fighting must be done in ex- 
tended order, which means that each man 
must act for himself and at the same time 
act in combination with others with whom 
he is no longer in the old-fashioned elbow- 
to-elbow touch. Under such conditions a 
few men of the highest excellence are 
worth more than many men without the 
special skill which is only found as the 
result of special training applied to men of 
exceptional physique and morale. But now- 
adays the most valuable fighting man and 
the most difficult to perfect is the rifle- 
man, who is also a skilfull and daring 
rider. 

The proportion of our cavalry regiments 
has wisely been increased. The American 
cavalryman, trained to maneuver and fight 
with equal facility on foot and on horgse- 
back, is the best type of soldier for general 
purposes now to be found in the world. 
The ideal cavalryman of the present day 
is a man who can fight on foot as effect- 
ively as the best infantryman, and who is 
in addition unsurpassed in the care and 
management of his horse and in his ability 
to hght on horseback. 

A general staff should be created. AS 
for the present staff and supply depart- 


ments, they should be 

filled by details from GENERAL 

the line, the men so STAFF SHOULD 
detailed returning af- BE CREATED.

line duties. It is very undesirable to have 


the senior grades of the army composed of 
Men who nave come to fui the pusiuons 
by the mere fact of seniority. A sysicem 
snouid be adopted by which there snail pe 
an elimination grade by grade OL those 
who seem unfit to render tne best service 
in the next grade. Justice to the veterans 
of the civil war who are still in the army 
wouid seem to require that in the matter of 
reurementg they be given by iaw tne same 
privileges accorded to their comrades in tne 
navy. 

The process of elimiration of the least 
fit should be conducted in @ manner that 
would render it practicaliy imposs:ble to 
uppiy political or social pressure on behaif 
of any candidate, so that each man may ve 
judged pureiy on his own merits. Pressure 
for the promotion of civil officials for po- 
litical reasons is bad enough, but it is ten- 
fold worse where applied on behalf of of- 
ficers of the army or navy. Every promo- 
tion and every detail under the war de- 
partment must be made solely with regard 
to the good of the service and to the capa- 
city and merit of the man himself. No 
pressure, political, social; or personal, of 
any kind, will be permutted to exercise the 
least effect in any question:of promotion or 
deiail; and if there is reason to believe 
that such pressure is exercised at the insti- 
gation of the officer concerned, it wiil be 
held to militate against him. In our army 
we cannot afford to have rewards or duties 
distributed save on the simple ground that 
those who by their own merits are entitled 
to the rewards get them, and that those 
who are peculiarly fit to do the duties are 
chosen to perform them. 

Every effort should be made to bring the 
army to a constantly increasing state of 
efficiency. When on actual service no 
work save that directly in the line of such 
service should be required. The _ work 
in the army, as in the navy, should be 
greatly reduced. What is needed is proved 

wer of command and capacity to work 
well in the field. Constant care is necessary 
to prevent dry rot in the transportation and 
commissary departments. 


Our army is so small and so much scat- 
tered that it fs very dificult- to give the 
higher officers (as well 
as the lower officers 
and the enlisted men) a 
chance to practice ma- 
neuvers in mass and on 
a comparatively large scale. In time of need 
no amount of individual excellence would 


avail against the paralysis which would 
follow inability to work as a coherent 
whole, under skillful and daring leadership. 
The Congress should provide means where- 
by it will be possible to have field exercises 
by at least a division of regulars, and if 
possible aiso a division of national guards- 
men, once a year. These exercises might 
take the form of field maneuvers; or, if on 
the gulf coast or the Pacific or Atlantic 
seaboard, or in the region of the great 
lakes, the army corps when assembled 
could be marched from some iniand 
point to some point on the water, there 
embarked, disembarked after a couple of 
days’ journey at some other point, and 
again marched inland. Only by actual hand- 
ling and providing for men in masses while 
they are marching, camping, embarking 
and disembarking, will it be possivle to 
train the higher officers to perform their 
auties wel: and smoothly. 

A great debt is owing from the public to 
the men of the army and navy. They 
shoull be so treated as to enable them to 
reach the highest point of efficiency, so 
that they may be able to respond instantly 
to any demand made upon them to sustain 
the interests of the ‘nation and the honor of 
the flag. The individual American enlisted 
man is probably on the whole a more for- 
midable fighting man than the regular of 
any otherarmy Every consideration should 
be shown him, and in return the highest 
standard of usefulness should be exacted 
from him. It is well worth while for the 
Congress to consider whether the pay of 
enlisted men upon second and subsequent 
enlistments should not be tncreased to cor- 
respond with the increased value of the 
veteran soldier 

Much good has already come from the act 
reorganizing the army, passed early in the 
present year. The three 
prime reforms, all of REFORMS THAT 
them of literally ines- HAVE BEEN 
timable value, are, first, INSTITUTED. 
the substitution of four- 
year details from the line for permanent 
appointments in the so-called staff divi- 
sions; second, the establishment of a corps 
of artillery with a chief at the head; third, 
the establishment of a maximum and min- 
imum limit for the army. {t would be diffi- 
cult to overestimate the improvement in the 
efficiency of our army which these three 
TOceEne STS. AER. and have in part al- 
rea effected. ‘ 

The reorganization provided for by the 
act has been substantially accom shed. 
The improved conditions in the Philippines 
have enabled the War Department ma- 
terlally to reduce the military chargé upon 
our revenue and to arrange the number of 
soldies so as to bring this number much, 
nearer to the minimum than to the maxi- 
mum limit established by la There is

That the army is not at all a mere in- 
strument of destruction has been shown 
during the last three years. In the Philip- 
pines, Cuba and Porto Rico it has proved 
itself a great constructive force, a most po- 
tent implement for the upbuilding of a 
peaceful civilization. 
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XIX. 
VETERANS OF THE WARBS. 

No other citizens deserve so well of the 
republic as the veterans, the survivors of 
those who saved the 
Union. They did the one NO OTHER 
deed which, if left un- CITIZENS SO 
done, would have meant DBESERVING. 
that all else in our his- 
tory went for nothing. But for their 
steadfast prowess in the greatest crisis of 
our history, all our annals would be mean- 
ingless, and our Ft experiment in popular 
freedom and self-government a gloomy fail- 
ure. Moreover, they not only left us @ 
united nation, but they left us also as a 
heritage the memory of the mighty deeds 
by which the.hation was kept united. We 
are now, indeed, one nation, one in fact as 
well as in name; we are united in our 
devotion to the flag which is the symbol of 
national greatness and unity, and the ver 
completeness of our union enables us all, 
in every part of this country, to glory in tne 
valor shown alike by the sons of the North 
and the sons of the South in the times that 
tried n.en’s souls. 

The men who, in the last three years, 
have done so well in the East and the West 
Indies and on the mainland of Asia have 
shown that this remembrance is not lost. 
In any serious crisis the United States 
must rely for the great mass of its fighting 
men upon the volunteer soldiery who do 
not make a permanent profession of the 
military career, and whenever such a crisis 
arises the deathless memories of the

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The merit rystem of making appointments 
is in its essence as democratic and Ameri- 
can as the common school system itself. It 
simply means that in 
clerical] and other posi- 
tions where the duties 
are entirely non-polit- 
ical, all applicants 
should have a fair field 
and no favor, each 
standing on his merits as he is able to 


show them by practical test. Written com- 
petitive examinations offer the only avall- 
able means in many cases for applying this 
system. In other cases, as where labore.s 
are employed, a system of registration un- 
donbtedly can be widely extended. There 
are, of course, places where the writen 
competitive examination cannot be applied, 
and others where it offerp by no means an 
ideal solution, but where under existing 
political conditions it is, though an im- 
perfect means, yet the best present means 
of getting satisfactory results. ~ 

Wherever the conditions have permitted 
the application of the merit system in its 
fullest and widest sense, the gain to the 
government has been immense. The navy 
yaris and postal service illustrate, prob- 
ably better than any other branches of the 
government, the great gain in economy, 
efficiency and honesty due to the enforce- 
ment of this principle. 

l recommend the passage of a law which 
will extend the classified service to the Dis- 
trict of Columb.a, or will at least enable 
the President thus to extend it. In my 
judgment all laws providing for the tem- 
porary employment of clerks shouid here- 
after contain a provision that they be 
selected under the civil service law. 

It is important to have this system obtain 
at home, but it is even more important to 
have it applied rigidly in our insular poe 
sessions. Not armoffice should be filled in 
the Philippines or Porto Rico with any re- 
gard to the man’s partisan affiliations or 
services. with any regard to the political, 
social, or personal influence which he may 
have at his command; in short, heed should 
be paid to absolutely nothing save the 
man’s own character and capacity and the 
needs of the service. 

The administration of these islands should 
be as wholly free from the suspicion of 
partisan politics as the administration of 
the army and navy. All that we ask from 
the public servant in the Philippines or 
Porto Rico is that he reflect honor on his 
country by the way in which he makes 
that country’s rule a benefit to the peoples 
who have come under it. This is all that we 
should ask, and we cannot afford to be con- 
tent with less. 

The merit system is simply one method of 
securing honest and efficient administra- 
tion of the government; and in the long run 
the sole justification of ~g pe of govern- 
ment lies in its proving i f both honest 
and efficient.

Petitioner Avers That Before Accident | CAUSE PENDING ThREE YEARS 


He Visited Moser’s Saloon and 
Bought Drinks. 


To what extent is a saloon keeper respon- 
Sible for personal injury that may befall 
@ patron as a result of overinduigence In 
liquor at his place of business. 

In the case of Emma and Irene 
of St. Louls against Jchn Moser, 
Swanson, Dr. Grimes and M. LE.

The defendants are residents of Ashiand, 
Saunders County, Neb. 

Moser is the proprietor of a saloon there, 
and Dr. Grimes, ballou and Swanson act a 
as his sureties in the sum of 5S), Tol 
which amount was required to give 
bond to the state -so as to insure the pay- 
ment of any fines, damages or penailies 
‘that might be adjudged against him. 

On the evening of Feb. 7, 190, Charles 
Welker, the husband of Mrs. Emma Waik 
‘er and father of irene Walker, entered 
Moser’s saloon in company with Witiam 


y. 
They ordered several drinks. : 
About 2 o'clock in the morning they left 
the saloon in a buggy and started to thei! 


tel. 
On the way the horse overturned the bug- 


gy and Walker was thrown violently to the 
ground. 

Death resulted to Walker almost instan- 
taneously. 

Suit against the saloonkeeper, aileging 
him liable for Walker's death on the cou- 
tention that the accident was the dlrect 
result of liquor, was filed, and the case wus 
referred to the jury in the United States 
district court of Nebraska for decision, _ 

The jury returned a verdict for the plain- 

s for $2250. 

But Mrs. Walker did not consider this 
ample compensation and has, therefore, 
taken an appeal to the higher court, 

in his instructions to the jury, 
Munger of the district court made 
remarks concerning the liability of a 
loonkeeper under the Nebraska law: 

“For example, we will say that one of 
rou is riding home with a person who is 
ntoxicated. You have not taken a drink, 
perhaps, never took a drink in your iife, 
and are perfectly sober. If the intoxicated 
condition of that person vou are riding with 
results in your death, if his reckless driving 
over precipices and tipping the buggy over 
produces your death, then your family, wh 
are dependent upon you, can recover from 
the rty who sold the liquor that produced 
the intoxication, notwithstanding you your- 
self may have been perfectly sober aud 
not affected by liquor.

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MRS. WALKER ALLEGES THAT 
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DR.W.H. MAYFIELD 
LOSES til CASE 


Appellate Court Decides for 
Medical Society. 


HE CONTENDED FOR A TRIAL BY 
THE WHOLE SOCIETY. 


Judge Goode Rules That One May As- 
sign His Salary as Security, 
but Rule Does Not Apply 
to Usurious Loans. 


Judge Goode of the 8t. Louls Court of 
Appeals refused Tuesday to issue a writ of 
mandamus compelling the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society to reinstate Dr. W. H. Mayfield 
of the Mayfield Sanitarium as a member. 

The case has been pending before the 
court for about three years. Dr. Mayfield 
was expelled from the society for ‘‘secur- 
ing and publishing testimonial letters’’ re- 
garding his sanitarium on Taylor avenue 
and West Belle place. 

The charges against him were Iinvesti- 


gated by the society’s committee on ethics, 
wey a report returned adverse to Dr. May- 
field. 

When the investigation began the com- 
mittea furnished him with a copy of the 
charges, and asked him to present his side. 

He declined to do so, and the committee 
reported that it found the charges true. 
The society then expelled Dr. Mayfield. 

Before the Court of Appeals he contended, 
through his attorneys, that he was entitled 
to a trial by the whole society, instead of by 
a committee. He argued that he had been 
expelled without a hearing. He did not 
question the sufficiency of the charges 
brought against him. 

ludge Goode, in an poinion, declared Dr. 
Mayfjeld’s contentions unproven, and re- 
fused to sustain them. He was not refused 
a hearing, 8ays the opinion, for he was 
asked to reply to the charges before the 
commitiee. 

This proceeding did not deprive Dr. May- 
field of a legal right, says Judge Goode, for 
it was in accordance with a bylaw of the 
soclety, which he must be assumed to have 
assented to when he joined the organiza- 
t10n. 

Judge Goode further commends the prac- 
tice of having an investigation by a com- 
mittee because it saves the person [tnves- 
‘tigated the humiliation of a public investi- 
gation. 

Furthermore the action of the whole so- 
clety in accordance with the committee’s 
report, says Judge Goode is legal just as is 
the action of a court in accordance with a 
report of its referee. 

Although Dr. Mayfield’s action made him 
liable to expulsion from the society Judge 
(yoode says they are not an “unmixed evil.” 
The letters and testimonials, he says, were 
a'fferent in tone from many that are ur- 
der the ban of medial men. They did good, 
he says, in that they told where sick people 
could find comfortable quarters. 


OTHER DECISIONS. 

In the case of Francis M. Bell against 
John Mulholland, in which an usurious loan 
was the point at issue, Judge Goode ruled 
that a man who has employment can as- 
sign a salary yet to be earned, whereas a 
man out of employment cannot assign a 
salary he expect to earn in a position yet 
to be secured. : 

This rule, however, he said, did not ap- 
ply to usurious loans where salaries were 
given as ey 4H & In the case in hand 
hell borrowed $115 and paid Mulholland $170 
in assignments of salary. This is held to 
be usury and Mulholland’s claim is de- 
clared void. 

In the habeas corpus proceeding brought 
to secure the release of Aida Jones, Judge 
Bland remanded the woman to the work- 
house on the ground that the changes of 
venue \granted from one police court to 


— 


demanded her release on the ground that 
they were invalid. 

In the case of the state against James E. 
Murphy, convicted of pet larceny, Judg? 
Bland sustained Judge Clark of the Court o? 
Criminal Correction. 

Murphy, according to the eVidence, was 
conducting a gambling game in a saloon on 
Chestnut’ street. James Trautman, 24 
stranger, was invited in there by a chance 
acquaintance and lost $26. Murphy, he say, 
took it from his hand and refused to re- 
turn it unless he won it back in the zame.. 
Murphy’s attorneys contended that Traut- 
man Knew he was g mbling and played to 
get the money back. Trautman veg 
that he did and said he lost. But he in- 
sisted that he was “only joking ond not 
playing for keeps.”’

ARTISTS’ GUILD SO INFORMED 


Warship Missouri So Constructed That 
a Figurehead Cannot Be At- 
tached to Bow. 


In connection with the launching of the 
new United States battleship Missouri, 
Dec. 28, the St. Louis Artists’ Guild have 
conceived the project of decorating the new 
man-of-war with some appropriate piece of 
ornamental sculpture, executed by a Mis- 
souri artist out of Missouri metal. 

The project was conceived by members 
of the guild who believed that a suitabie 
figurehead, emblematic of the great state 
after which the battleship is named, would 
be more appropriate than the conventional 
present of a silver servi 

The guild, through Attorney G. P. B. 
Jackson of St. Louis, a son-in-law of Sen- 
ator Vest, communicated with Scnators 


Vest and Cockrell, and Senator Cockrell 
presented their suggestion to the secretary 
of the navy and the Newport News ship- 
builders. 

Secretary Long and Mr. L. E. Payson, 
representing the shipbuilders, informed 
Senator Cockrell; that owing to the con- 
struction of the Missouri, it would be im- 
posisble to place a figurehead on her bow. 

It was agreed that a tablet placed near 
the forward turret be substituted. Sena- 
tor Cockrell wired this information to Sec- 
retary Blackman of the Artists’ Guild Mon- 
day, and Tuesday Mr. Blackman forwarded 
the following communication on the subject 
to Gov. Dockery: 

St. Lonis, Dec. 3, 1901. 
Hon. A. M. Dockery, Jefferson City, n> 

Mr. Governor—In response to the demand for an 
appropriate gift from the people or the state of 
Missouri to the battleship Missouri, the St. Louis 
Artists’ Guild offered to supervise the designing 
and installation of a bronze figurehead. 

Our telegram to Senator George G. 
Senator F. M. Cockrell developed the fact that 
“owing to the construction of the battleship it 
would be a difficult matter to place a figurehead 
gn her bow."’ A tablet is, therefore, suggested 
in its stead.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—‘‘Let the girls stay 


at home, where their mothers may teach 


sons perfect themselves in the trades so 
that they will make good husbands, and 
then we will have more marriages and bet- 
ter industrial conditions.”’ 

Mrs. James E. Eagle voiced the above 
sentiments at a meeting of the Catholic 
Woman's National League during the dis- 
cussion which followed the reading of a 
aper on “‘Labor and Capital’’ by James 
i. Bowman, president of the Chicago Ked- 
eration of Labor. The 200 women present 
were in accord with Mrs. Eagie’s views on 
the question in the main, but some took 
the stand that it was the mothers who 
were to blame for not permitting their 
daughters to start married life in an hum- 
ble way. 

Holds Mother 
to Blame. 
“I agree with Mrs. Eagie,” said Mrs. 


John McMahon, “but 1 contend that it is 
the mothers who are at fault. They don’t 
Want their daughters to start life where 
they aid. I dare say there ire many inovi- 
ers tere who wouid not think of having 
tvelr Gaughter leave hom: iummence 
married life in three or four rooms, No, 
the answer to such a suggestion would 
be: ‘No, indeed, I would never think of 
my daughter leaving a good home like the 
one she now enjoys. She must have as 
good a home as she now enjoys before | 
will part with her.’ It is in this respect 
that the average mother errs in training 
her daughter. They cannot countenance 
the thought of their daughters starting life 
where they did. They must have some- 
thing better.’’ 


Marriages 
Benefit Labor. 
Mr. Bowman agreed that if there were 


more marriages such a condition would 
help much toward the solution of the labor 
problem. ‘“‘The inequality in the wage paid 
to women and that demanded by men is 
a perplexing problem,’’ said he. “The wo- 
men are constantly displacing men and are 
bringing down wages. If women would 
marry and let the men earn the livelihood 
we would have the solution. As it is now, 
we must attempt to equalize the wage,’’ 

That labor was being discredited by too 
many workingmen in selecting an avocation 
for their sons was deplored by the de- 
bators..Mr. Bowman brought out the dis- 
cussion when he said that but few work- 
men wanted their sons to learn the same 
trade they followed. ‘‘The father usually 
wants his son to learn something better,’ 
he argued. ‘He is constantly looking for 
a higher place for his son, and to this 
end he directs him in selecting a profession 
or some other line of work not classed as 
labor. ’ 


Trades Now 
More Desirable.

NO DANGEROUS COMPETITOR 


HER LABORERS ARE ON TOO LOW 
A PLANE. 


The Character of Her Officials Is Such 
That It Must Retard the Industrial 
Development of the Empire 
for Some Time. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Archer Brown of 
Rogers, Brown & Co. of No. 7) Broadway, 
manufacturers of pig iron.and coke, with 
plants in half a dozen different states, says 
it will take 100 years of development for 
the Russian laborer to reach a plane where 
he will be as competent as the average 
American skilled laborer; also that Rus- 
sia as a field for investment of American 
capital is absolutely unattractive at pres- 
ent, 

Mr. Brown returned a few days ago 
from a trip through a part of Russia, cov- 
ering a period of about two monihs. Toa 
reporter he said: 

“The workingmen of the United States 
have nothing to fear in Russian competi- 
tion. Financial conditions there at present 
are almost as bad as in Germany, where 
there has been a long period of overproduc- 
tion. The Russian tronmasters last year 
produced about, 2,000,00U. tons of iron, but it 
was not of good quality. The iron industry 
in Russia iacks two essential things to 
make it worthy of consideration from a 
worldwide point of view, namely, honest 
and able management and a good grade of 
ores. No high-grade ores have as yet been 
discovered in Russia. They have superior 
ore in China, and it is possible they will 
uncover sOme in Russia, but as yet they 
have none. French stock companies have 
been badly bitten by spending their moey 
in trying to develop industriais in Russia, 
and 1 cannot see where ihere is any at- 
tractiveness for an American § investor. 
There is a manifest lack of character in 
officialdom that reacts potentially on the 
empire’s industrial development. This is 
perhaps a harsh thing to say of a friendiy 
nation like Russia, and, of couse, every 
one must realize that there are large num- 
bers of honest men and women in the coun- 
try; but it is a fact, nevertheless, that 
dishonest officials take advantage of their 
position to hamper legitimate industry. 


What Is 


Needed Today. 


_. What is needed in Russia today is about 
50,000 miles of new railways. This wouid 
prevent the ever recurring famines in dif-

ihere is no money in Russia to build these 
much needed railways, and no foreign coun- 
tiy will loan the funds, for thé present, at 
least. I found that American goods were 
very well liked there. Our agricultural ma- 
chinery is sold to the exclusion of that pro- 
I asked 
an intelligent and educated Russian who 
had visited this country how long he 
thought it would be before the peasant la- 
borer of Russia would be on qa moral, intel- 
lectual and financial plane as high as our 
own laborers, and he surprised me by say- 


ing: 
‘IT think it will take constant develop- 
ment for three hundred years,’ 


There Is No 
Middle Class. 
“There is no intermediate class in Russia. 
About 8 per cent of the people are edu- 


cated and the other 92 per cent are ig- 
norant. The educated ciass looks down 
upon business. Whenever the nobles take 
a hand in the management of commercial 
enterprises it is usually with disastrous re- 
suits. The masses of the people, while 
physically robust, are almost absolutely 
void of ambition. The French have invested 
about $00,000,000 In Russian enterprises in 
the last few years, and have lost half of 
it. ‘They are said to be sick of the experi- 
ment. 

‘“‘In Moscow, where I spent considerabie 
time, I saw more American goods than all 
others put together. Our mowers, reapers 
and plows have captured Russia; Great 
Britain and the Continent, but particularly 
Russia. The Russian government seems 
to realize that the developments of ‘its vast 
grain helds depends more on American im- 
plements than any other one thing, and it 
encourages the importation by practically 
doing away with the duties. 

‘“T was struck with the change in senti- 
ment that had taken place in Russia, 
Great Britain and Germany since my last 
visit to those countries, just prior to the 
Spanish-American war. Two things have 
radically changed European opinion toward 
us. The first was the dispatch with which 
we finished the Spaniards, and the second 
was the demonstration in the last three 
vears of our ability to crowd our goods into 
European markets. 
and many English iron ‘manufacturers 
treated our growing claims as a joke. In- 
credulity was widespread. Now any kind 
of a tale abcut our possibilities or our in- 
tentions is promptly believed. 


Between Germany 

and This Country. 

“It seems to me that the race for com- 
mercial supremacy lies between Germany 


end the United States, with the advantage 
unmistakably ®iih this country, in the 
long run. Germany is a poor country, after 
all. Its soil, agricultural products and 
mines are inferior, and in aiming to lead 
the industrial werld it cut out for itself 
en herculean task. Overproduction tn the 
last two years nearly prostrated the indus- 
tries of the country, and compelled the 
manufacturers, in order to get funds with 
which to meet pressing obligations, to sell 
their goods for whatever they could get. 


|The prices for iron in both Germany and 
| England dropped 33 per cent, and produc- | 


tion has fallen to the lowest figure in years. 
The only resultant benefit has been that 
Germany and England have resumed con- 
trol to a large extent, of their own mar- 
kets. The Germans are now underbidding 
us in many of the markeis of the world, 
and the Eng'ish are a close second. There 
is a sort of hopeiess tone in English and 
Continental papers, and in the talk of 
their business men on this subject, and the 
prevailing opinion seems to be that bar- 
riers ‘nust be bLuilt up in some way to 
protect their home trade. 

“The Agrarians in Germany have com- 
mitted the government to a new tariff law, 
which provides for a general advance on 
foodstuffs of from 50 to 300 per cent, and a 
large artivance on manufactured articles. 
The manufacturers are protesting bitterly 
against the bill, as they believe they can- 
not compete outside their own empire with 
other nations huving the advantage oa! 
foodstufl’s at naturally low prices. The Ber- 
‘in ‘“Tagblatt’ says that such a tariff 
will revolutionize the whole economic, in- 
dutrial and commercial status of the Ger- 
man people, drive a large proportion of the 
working classes back to a diet of biack 
bread and potatces, and, by provoking re- 
prisals from agricultura! nations like Ar- 
gentine, Austria, Russia and the United 
penes. imperil] the nation's fore'gn mar- 
ets,

MANY TRAVEL IN WAGONS 


Converts to the Faith Have Sold Their 
Lands and Are Now Seeking 
New Homes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—John Alexander 
Dowle expects an addition of several hun- 
dred persons to the population of his new 
Zion City within the next week or two 
from the rural districts of Indiana. Ar- 
rangements have been made for the re- 
moval of the families of 100 farmers to the 
new municipality and preparations are be- 
ing made to receive them 

Several weeks ago a committee of farm- 
ers from Boyle, Tipton and Hamilton Coun- 
ties visited Zion City to investigate and re- 
port on the advisability of moving there. 
These men were received with open arms 
by the Dowielites, it is said, one being made 
a deacon in the church and the advantages 
of living in the place were impressed upon 
their minds in every way possible. 

When these men went home, it is said, 
they made a glowing report. The families 
whom they represented were much excited 
at the prospect and at once began prepara- 
tions to move. Farms were advertised for 
Sale, it is sald, and disposed of for what 
ready money they would bring. 

The farmers kept their personal effects 
and much of ‘heir live stock, and many of 
ther, it is said, will make the trip over- 
land in wagons, much as the Mormons 
made their hegira many years ago. 

What they expect to do when they reach 
Zion City is not known. It is said, how- 
ever, that all were promised employment 
and fhat they «xpect to become pioneers 
in the model city of the United States, 

Dowie has made many converts in the 
section of Indiana from which this colony 
is to come. Large contributions to the 
funds of the church are said to have been 
received and many of the farmers hzve 
made the trip to Chicago on more than one 
cccasion to be present at the Dowie ser- 
vices. 

In order to avoid the expense of record- 
ing the leases of Zion City property in the 
Oftice of the recorder of Lake County, 
Dowie is said te be making the records 
of the transfers in his own office. As tiie 
transfers thus made are said to have no 
etanding in courts of law the leases, which 
are made out for terms of 1000 years, allow 
Dowie to maintain complete control of the 
property. 

The question has been raised, whether, in 
the event of the death of Dowie, the prop- 
erty which now stands in his name on the 
books of the county recorder would nvot 
revert to his heirs. If the courts should 
so decide and the heirs should not be in 
sympathy with the church work many 
hundreds of persons, it is said, would be 
deprived of their homes.

‘Marine Corps Under Lieut. Baines Has 
Destroyed a Number of Rebel 
Fortifications. 


MANILA, Dec. 3.—Advices from Catba- 
logan, capital of the Island of Samar, re- 
port that the insurgent general, Lukban, 
has offered to negotiate terms of surrender 
with Gen. Smith. To this offer the Amer- 
ican commander replied that the time for 
negotiations had passed. 

Lieutenant-Commander James M. Helm, 
commanding the United States gunboat 
Frolic during November, destroyed 147 boats 
engaged in smuggling supplies to the in- 
surgents. Gen. Smith has ordered all male 
Filipinos to leave the coast towns for the 


interior. In order to be allowed to return 
they must bring guns, prisoners or informa- 
tion of the whereabouts of the insurrec- 
tionists. 

Five hundred natives of Catbalogan have 
volunteered to fight the insurgents in or- 
_der to bring peace to Samar. Of these 109 
have been accepted. They are armed with 
bolos and spears and are doing scouting 
duty under command of Lieut. Compton. 

At daylight yesterday Lieut. Baines of 
the Ninth Infantry attacked and destroyed 
@ rebel fort. inflicting heavy loss, and cap- 
tured the officers’ breakfast, which includ- 
ed canned goods. 

He: found at the fort an arsenal with 
appliances for making and reloading car- 
tridges. 

The American marines are working havoc 
with the insurgent cause in the southern 
part of Samar. Lieut. Wm. B. Fletcher, 
commanding the gunboat Quiros, has de- 
stroyed 12 salt manufactories, 3 tons of 
hemp, 12 tons of rice and several barrios 
which served as rendezvous for the insur- 
gents.

IN EXISTENCE FIFTY YEARS 


Property Is All Held in Common and 
the Members All Do the 
General Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE. Wis., Dec. 3.—Outside the 
beaten track of the traveler, the nearest 
railroad station several miles away and 
reached only by stage line, is the only com- 
munistic Catholic community in the United 
States. It is in Manitowoc County, in the 
northern part of this state, and some 2 
miles from the city of Manitowoc. It has 
flourished there ever since the first com- 
munity was brought from Germany nearly 
50 years ago. 

Father Ambrose Oschwald organized the 
colony at Baden in 1850, but it was nearly 
four years later when they came to the 
country. The colony was called St. Nizianz 
and gave the name 't he community, 
which it bears to this day. Father Osch- 
wald arrived in what was then a wilderness 
with 113 colonists, driving out from Mani- 
towoc in ox teams and tg their settie- 
ment on 300 acres of land, which they nad 
purchased. At the historic spot where the 
colonists first stopped Anton Stoll, builc 
his residence and raised a large cross with 
a life-size figure of Christ. Nhieven other 
stations were built at the same time, but 
of these only two remain. Mrs. Stoll etill 
lives in the cottage, and there are only 
five other survivors of the original party. 
Father Oschwald held the idea of the 
early apostles as to community of goods, 
and likewise urged a single life ee those 
not already married. He established a 
controlling body of twelve, who, with the 
presiding priest, directed all pubtic affairs 
and watched over the mortality of the 
members. Just as they started fifty years 
ago they are living today. The 100 people 
who constitute the present community live 
in separate cloisters and are governed by 
a board consisting of three men and two 
women. They still wear the German 
peasant dress id live as they lived in 
the ‘“‘fatherland,’”’, and in all respects are 
simple, primitivé, and religious peop!e. 


The Community Has 

No Drones. 
All work, no drones being allowed. If a 
rich man joins the colony he must work 
like the rest. They attend early mass at 


6 o'clock each morning, the women taking 
their piaces on one side of the church andi 
the men on the other. They have no 
thought beyond the church, their ambi- 
tions are limited and their future provided 
for. They need no money. All for one and 
one for all is their motto and content their 
lot. Their duties begin after breakfast, 
the men working in the fields and gardens 
and gathering their harvests in their am- 
ple barns. There are three of these in the 
colony, and twenty-five horses inhabit 
them. At noon the farm work is generally 
ended and the balance of the day is given 
to pursuits in keeping with their religious 
life. The men are boarded, clothed and 
given $1 a week as spending money. 

The life of the women tis just as busy. 
They work in the fields and gardens, too, 
and have their household duties in addi- 
They receive no pay beyond their 
living. The colony houses’ are open to 
Catholics who will subscribe to the rules 
and obey them. There never has been a 
crop fa‘lure in the settlement and the farm- 
ers are this year getting double prices tor 
their products. The president of the board 
of trustees, who is the superior of the 
house of the Divine Savior, buys everyth ng 
used in the colony and sella all its products. 
The crops are harvested and sold toge.her 
and the profits go into the general treas- 


While the St. Nazianz community is 
prosperous, nong more, so, it is difficult 
to get American-born Germans .to join it, 
and the membership is recruited from the 
German peasantry. The community idea 
was first pleasant to the emigrants, who 
rejoiced in liberty, but as the country grew 
older and settlers came in they went off to 
work for wages and get farms of their 
own. For this reason the colony is rot 
today quite so large as when it was origin- 
ally started. 


It Is Like a 

Rhine Province 
The original 3000 acres was deemed too 
large and one-half was sold, the community 
still retaining the other half. In the cen- 


ter stands the little group of church build- 
ings. All have the architecture and ap- 
pearance Of a Rhine province. There are 
two churches—St. Gregory’s and St. Am- 
brose’s. Then there is the house of the 
fathers of the Divine Savior and near by 
is the convent of the Society of the Divine 
Savior, besides two schools conducted by 
three sisters of the Third Order of S8t. 
Francis. Around these buildings, as in any 
‘arming community, are grouped the farm- 
—e of the lay members of the commun- 
y. 

As a model of self-devotion to the com- 
mon cause in an age of established materi- 
alism, St. Nazianz may be regarded as a 
monument of high motive, as a guide to 
those who seek to bring about social re- 
generation on a modern basis. Father 
Oschwald continued in charge of the com- 
munity until his death in 1878. He was suc- 
ceeded by Rev. Peter A Mutz, who retired 
‘n 1899, after a pasiorate of 25 years. The 
convent was built in 1858 and the house of 
the brothers of the same order was found- 
ed in_ 1854. [ive years ago the Society of 
the Divine Savior took up its residence 
tnere. The spiritual and tempora] head 
of the community is now Rev. Epiphanius 
Deibele and the resident fathers are Rtv. 
Herman Rogers, Rev. Sturnilius Harth and 
Rey. Faustinus Krautlein.

UNCLE SAM AND THE ISTHMUS 


CHINESE INDEMNITY TO BE 
RAISED IN ADVANCE. 


French General’s Report on Looting in 
China Implicates Other Foreign 
Missionaries and Soldiers as 
Well as Those of France.

(Copyrfrbt, 1001, by Press Publishing Co.) 
PARIS, Nov. 30.—The South African war 
continues to engross attention. Recent 
revelations by French officers and news- 
paper correspondents of the horrors of the 
concentration camps, in which Boer non- 
combatants are dying like flies, has caused 
thousands of petitions, covered with sig- 
natures, demanding that the French Gov- 

ernment interfere. 

Among other movements of this sort is 
an elogquentiy open letter to President 
Roosevelt, which is being circulated all 
over France for signatures. The purport 
of it is that he alone can initiate a diplo- 
matic movement to ‘‘stop the British na- 
tion treating Boer patriots |l.ke criminais, 
and secure for a poor people the right to 
defend their invaded country.” 

In compliance with an order issued by 
the Socialist international board, that wher- 
ever the Socialists are represented in par- 
liament the government should be asked 
why “the Hague convention is not ap- 
yjlied in the case of the Boers,"’ Deputy 

ourniere has been delegated to raise that 
point here. M. Fourniere has already noti- 
fied Foreign Minister Deicasse that he shall 
demand an explanation of the French gov- 
ernment’s construction of the arbitration 
and mediation clauses adopted by the peace 
congress. 

Both chambers are overwhelmingly 
aiguinst the war in South Africa. 


Parisians Still 
Believe in Panama. 


The American Isthmian commission's re- 
port is passionately commented upon. Ev- 
erybody here is convinced in absolute good 
faith of the superiority of the Panama 
route. Therefore, the conclusions of the re. 

ort aré regarded as a concession to the 

fearaguan inierest and an iil-informed 
public opinion. Many hint that the report 
is designed to crush the Panama company s 
hopes, with the ultimate idea of getting the 


“Foute for as little money as possible. 


It is felt that the force of George Morri- 
s0n's arguments will easily counterbaiance 
the majority report among sensib.e, distin- 
terested Americans. 

However, it is conceded that the United 
States government is master of the situa- 
tion and can surely get Panama on any 
terms by threatening to cut the Nicar- 
aguan canal. 

“But,’’ said the Journal des Debats, ‘‘The 
dipipomats undoubtedly will be requested to 
help settle the price—not after the methods 
of a trust king, by throc.iling a helpless 
competitor, but with some cunsideration for 
fairness.’’

Simply Couldn’t Stand It Any Longer, 
So He Made an Early Appoint- 
ment With Hay and 
Headed Them Off. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 2.—The fear of the 
Lord may not always be a moving factor 
in the affairs of mankind, but the fear of 
the camera is certainly becoming a potent 
tiality that cannot be disregarded. Dut 
for the terror of the camera and him who 
uses it, the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
might still be reposing in the strong box of 
the Department of State unsigned, unsealed 
and undelivered.

tion so that it will read: ‘‘Resolved, That 
the camera is mightier than the sword.”’ 


Pauncefote 
Was Besieged. 

As soon as it became known that His Ex- 
cellency, Lord Pauncefote, was coming 
back to his post authorized to sign the ncw 
treaty, the professional photographers, who 


make pictures for the newspapers, beran 
scheming. They wanted a ‘“‘shot’ at that 
xistoric scene—the fine old British gen- 
tieman signing away the right Great Jirit- 
ain has claimed for 50 years, that of par- 
ticipating in the construction of an isth- 
mian canal in the western hemisphere. 

They rs om on President packiniey. who, 
always obliging to evtrybody, said he was 
willing if Secretary Hay and Lord Paunce- 
tote would consent.

Finally the intolerable stage was reached.

_— of the youngsters are genuine snap- 
shots. 

Policemen on duty around the White 
House are no longer permitted to tell when 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt are like- 
ly to be coming out or whether they will 
leave the White House at the front side 
or back door. Circumvention of the man 
with the camera is one object. of course, 
but tae aay erm an impression to the 
contrary, the President is just a little 
nervous on the question of persona)! danger. 
No needless risks are taken, hence this 
secrecy.

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HOSTS FLEE FROM 
HAND OF FAMIN 


MILLION RUSSIAN PEASANTS 
HURRY TO SIBERIA. 


GO WITH GOVERNMENT AID 


Great Tracts of Land Are Allotted and 
Other Aid Extended to the 
Settlers. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 3.—Over 1,000, 
000 peasants have emigrated to the north 
in the last five years and the tide is still 
increasing, partially on account of the ex- 
traordinary inducements which the Rus- 
sian government is making to attract col- 
onists, but chiefly on account of the gen- 
eral distress among the working classes 
throughout the Czar’s domain. 

To populate Siberia rapidly the govera- 
ment is lending to emigrants to that coun- 
try capital sufficient for their first year 
without charging them any interest, sup- 
plying furniture and farming implements 
on the “easy repayment system” and waiv- 
ing taxes entirely for the first three years. 

On these terms about 13,000,000 acres of 
land have been allotted, chiefiy as smuail 
farms, and the settlers there have been 
given enough grain and meal to tide them 
over the first winter, as weil as sufficient 
seed for the first year’s growing. 

Agents of the government select iaborcra 
from the different agricultural districts of 
Russia and send them into Siberia to choose 
land especially adapted to the occupations 
of their communities, after which these 
representatives return to their native vil- 
lages and lead parties, often comprising 
whole families, inio the new land. 

These pioneers are transported over the 
mew transsiberian railroad at a rate of 
about 25 cents a head per 100 miles, and 
free medical attendance and food for chil- 

old people and the sick are to be had 
at ali the principal statiqns along the 


route. 
Already about 200 churches and 120 schools 

have been built throughout Siberia and the 

population of the country is increasing at 

the rate of 1,000,000 a year. 

Meanwhile spe condition of the Russian 
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cereals has not fallen off, but the explana- 
ticn of this is that the peasants, though 
they need their products for their own use, 
are obliged to market them to get money 
enough to pay their taxes. 

The wheat crop of 1901 is smaller by 6 per 
cent than in the famine years, this being 
chiefly due to the fact that harvest after 
harvest is taken from the same soil without 
fertilizing. 

Meantime the population has increased by 
fully 10 per cent, while the rise in prices 
of practically all the necessities of life has 
greatly reduced the purchasing power of the 
ruble. It is now being prophesied freely 
that unless the government comes to the 
rescue the famine of 19)1 will be even more 
severe than those of 1899 and 1900. 


WHISKY COSTS TOO MUCH. 


Distributors Say the Distillers Are 
Bagging All the Profits. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 8.—~-The United States 
Spirits Association met here today 


with over fifty leading distributors pres- 
ent. In addition to the election of officers 
and the ususal annual business, the associa- 
ation of the distribu'ors which is under con- 
pendent distillers and a decreased output 
of the distilleries that are in the combine. 
The principal question before this organiz- 
aton of the distributors whch is under con- 
tract to take all the output of the distillers 
in the combine known as the Distilling 
Companies of America, is the recent ad- 
vance of price to $1.32, which the distrib- 
utors claim is proportionately much great- 
er than the advance in corn. 

The distributors insist that they cannot 
stand this price, and if it is retained at the 
present meeting they will be compelled to 
get gcods outside of the trust markets. T 
recent advance of 2 cents per gallon me: 3, 
it is claimed, over $800,000 annyglly from the 
'Inited States Spirits Association. H. M. J. 
Cardella and Angelo Myers of New York 
are representing the combine of distillers 
and they are working for an agreement on 
the present price. he distributors Insist 
ere. will be a war if the price is not re- 

uced,

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ENFORCE LEGAL RIGHTS 


The Post-Dispatch was the first newspaper to ca!l attention to

' Following this, the city counselor's office has taken legal ac- 
tion to enforce the law in regard to-.the posting of such ordinance, 
The city counselor says that the law is perfectiy valid, and any 
citizen can make a complaint and secure a police summons to 
enforce it in the case of any car in which the ordinance ig not 
posted. 

This work on the part of the municipal legal department is 
commendable.

Judge Zachritz May Now En- 
force His Injunction Against 
the Track. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Deo, 3.—The 
Missouri Supreme Court this morning re- 
fused the writ of prohibition to Delmar 
racetrack case. 

This allows Judge Zachritz to enforce his 


writ of injunction, issued last fall, against 
the Delmar Jockey Club to stop its mem- 


certain license which the state claims were 
fraudulently obtained from State Auditor 
Allen. It is a victory for the state. 

Judge Brace wrote the opinion of the 
all the judges concur except 
who dissents. The decision of tne 
Supreme Court leaves the members of the 
Yelmar Jockey Club subject to criminal 
prosecution for every bet they registered 
under the license. 

After reviewing the history of the case 
the Supreme Court, in its opinion, says: 
“If the purpose of the suit instituted in 
St Louis City Circuit Court by the attor- 
ney-general had been to restrain the de- 
fendants from the commission of that of- 
fense (bookmaking. poolselling, registering 
bets, etc.) the court would have been with- 
out jurisdiction, courts of equity having no 
jurisdiction to restrain the commission of 
crime. But such was not the character of 
that action, the object of which was the 
cancellation of license obtained by fraud, 
and the restraint in the meantime of the 
exercise of privilege thereunder.”’ 

Concerning the contention by the Jockey 
Club that the race track is partly in the p 
County of St. uis, the Supreme Court 
savs that there {fs nothing in that conten- 
tion, for the action {8s one of purely equit- 
able cognfzance, such actions are transitory 
in nature, and that the process of the 
courts of equity therein operate in ‘‘per- 
sonam” and when such courts acquire ju- 
risdiction of the person they have jurisdic- 
tion of the subject matter.

WASHINGTON, leec. 3.—Coneress 
awake to the fact that anarchy must be 
suppressed in the United States. Growing 
out of the assassination of President Me- 
Kinley, many biils are already prepared 
or are in preparation by various members 
of both the House and Senate. 

Consideration of means for the punish- 
ment of assassins, of those who make at- 
tempts on the life of the executive of the 
nation or cf public officials, and of those 
wno preach the red doctrine, will form an 
important part of the work of the present 
session 

Senator Burrows of Michigan will intro- 
duce a Dill today providing for the exclus- 
ion and expulsion of alien anarchists. By 
its provisions the board of inquiry is au- 
thorized to diligently search for anarchists 
airong the foreigners coming to this coun- 
try ana ascertain by pertinent questions 
as to his antecerndents, his opinions as to 
governments or whether he belongs to any 
society or association with anarchistic ten- 
dencies: ard it may examine the person of 
such allen for marks indicative of such 
membership. The board may accept evi- 
dence of the immigrant’s common reputa- 
tion as an anarchist, and orders, decree: 
and judgments of foreign governments anil 
police notifications as prima facie evidence. 
which may be deemed sufficient to prevent 
admission of such alien. 

When an anarchist escapes this ingulsi- 
tior. he may be seized by the comm ission- 
er-general of inquiry, and ff, after a 
thorough and Sulisfactory inquiry, he is 
found to be a menace to this government 
as an anarchist, may be deported to the 
country from which he came. 

Among the first of the bills to be 
sented will be that of Representative Gra- 
ham of Pennsylvania, which will be pre- 
sented Tuesday in the House. li provides, 
first, that any person beionging to a s0- 
clety which counteénances in writing the 
taking of human life shall be deemed an 
anarchist, and, second, that any anarchist 
as thus defined, who shal] attempt the life 
of any person holding United States office, 
elective or appointive, shall, upon convic- 
tion in a United States court, be sentenuced 
to death. 

In the House Monday more than 3000 biils 
were introduced before noon. There was 
much rivalry for the honor of having b.ll 
No. 1, no less than fifteen members hav- 
ing asked for this precedence. The indi- 
cations are that the bill of Mr. McCleary, 
restri¢ting the sale of oleomargarine, wil] 
be so designated when the records are 
made up. 

The bills took a wide range; three Pacific 
cable bills, by Representatives Sherman o 
New York, Corliss of Michigan and Jones of 
Washington, gave varying phases of this 
project, Mr. Jones proposing the northern 
route via Puget Sound, with an appropria- 
tion of $8,000,000, and Mr. Corliss proposing 
a government-built and maintained route, 
while Mr. Sherman offered the plan allow- 
iy | private participation in the enterprise.
